Hut in order to ease Iheir fall, and 
at Ihc S3me time cau*-e a split among the 
Clear (Jrit supporters, tiny are now styled by 
ootoricty-hunling, speculating, hyprocrilical, 
lilllc-soulvd politicians u pharisaieal brawlers," 
•* Covenanters," fcw., in order to manulacture 
\n opposition on religious grounds, iT possible. 
Iviery attempt, however, up to (he present 
time has proven abortive, while (he indepen- 
dent Reform Parly principles have become 
so universally adopted, thai nearly every candi- 
Jato lor i hi: people's sum-ages, acknowledges 
himself in faror Reuretentation according to 
Population opposed to Sectnriwt Education 
—and generally winds tip by promising to use 
Hvery exerlion to prevent the Corermneiit of 
iheday from squandering large sums of money 
in legislative sectarian grants. This stale of 
things has been the result of close adhesion to 
the principles professed ; and we are satisfied 
that by unity of action and oneness of senti- 
ment, our Common School svstein will toon 
be cleansed from its sectarian elements and 
religious bigotry. 

If any one thing more than another seem!' 
calculated to destroy the usefulness of our 
Common Schools, it is the introduction of 
Sectarian principle?, thereby instilling into the 
young of our country the principles of religi- 
ous bigotry and intolerance— sowing broad- 
cast the seeds of sectarian discord nnd dis- 
union. To put an end to lliii stale of things, 
is the Great Question of the day ; and alt 
true lorers of free insl!titions— all friends to 
ciril and religious equalily-r-aU>who desire the 
prosperity of our country, should unite hear- 
tily on this Question, and not leave a slone 
unturned until the sectarian element now em- 
braced in our common school system is swept 
from the statute book of our fair Province.
